Admiral Willlaa B* Leahy was interviewed and he stated that he finds 
the Daily Sumarise irary satisfactory* He said that the President 3 reads 
these Bummarias repilarly* Admiral Leahy was queried as to whether h e ha d 
any ouggestions as to how the sunuaarles may be improved in order to 
their prinelphl purpose of keeping the President informed of hi^ly significant 
happenlnge and dewelopaente in world affairs, The Admiral pondered the question 
for some Mmo and stated ^at ho honestly could offer no ®ifgestlons and that a® 
feel® that the Bally Sfeimiaaries serve ■feoir purpose very well. It 1® noted 
t^at the Admiral e^aaented that the President reoeivea wi"^ each Daily Summary 
■&e original »eesa|^ on whieh the Items therein are based. 

With regard to the Weekly Summaries, Admiral Leahy stated that although 
he did not wish to make any recos^endatloa, h® felt that there al#t be eoae

Sordeu Beams, Personal Assistant to the ieespetaiyit stated- ■^at^or 
about two weeks after tstog omo®, the Secretary r^ the ^y 
ihm itMt^etioae that the summaries be eximlbftod and iapor^nt ite^ flagged 
befor^elng eobmitted to him. (for two weeks before ^ 

Secretary* s time was occupied fully with preparations for the confer^ce and. 
the Daily SuaBBaries were not submitted to him at all*/ Mr, Beam© said that he 
would estiaats that during the period he was flag^ng items for the Sec^taiy, 
he flagged approriiaately 2 or S items a week* He stated that most of ^e 
infoimation ia the Dailies is taken from State Department sourees ^d is 
furnished the Secretary through State Departeient Channels. 

Mr, Ream® said that he spoke to the Secretary about the Weekly Sumarie® 
and the Secretary read the first issue after be took office but 
read any subsequent issues. Mr. Reams stated that he pereonaUy is not 
imprest by the Weekly Summaries and that lately ho has not taken time to read 
th«a j natiBMfth as the Inforwitlon In them seems to be stale, 

Mr. Roams stated that he reads all the spaoial studies, most of ^ieh 
he considers very good and that he has sent many of them into the Secretary. 
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Mr, l«aas stated that the only person, reads "fee Dailies, Weeklies, 
aad speelal sttidies other than himsoif and oocaalonally the Seer ataxy («• 
la4ieated abore) is Mr, Robert Bamet, Aeting Infonaatioo Offieesr, Sffio© of 
l^e Seeretaxy, Mr, B&mes reads these publications now in the absenoe of Mr, 
^sith. idio read ■yioa prior to his dspartere for the Moscow ooafereneo. 

Mr. RfffWff stated tiiat he 'ijMeretood beeanse of seeority reasons 
rwAstoted distribution of the Dally and VMitly Sususaries, he ms set 
mai^rised to show items therein to the Assistant Seeretaxd.ee* He esd.d fi* 
would like to haw© auldiorlty to hand-carry these soamaries to thase officials 
and show ^«a certain items of uaueual interest idiioh he beliewes they ^.^d 
see, Ha said that he would not make a«y infoseaation in idia maaaries swail- 
^ia bdow the Assistant Seoretaxy lewel and that the docuMuts would be tad- 
mssed ^ hand and *&# seearity ther<Kjf maintained, Mr, leaas was infora^ 
by the SIS representstiw© idio ©csidtteted this Istexwi.aw that the Sestral Intel— 
li#mse Oroap. has no ©bjeetlos to his showing to the Assistant Secretaries Mg' 
iteis in the suamaries ihioh hs biliewee they should see, (In subse^ent dis- 
cussion with Mr, Reams and Mr* Robert Barnes, who is primarily I'esponslbl© fox* 
indicating speeial itms in the saasaaries which the Assistant Bacrataries 
ihOTld see, Mr# Bames stated that he estimated '^sat there would be two or 
'^ree Iteas a we^ ihijh should be shown to one of the Assistant Secretaries,) 

In regard to the e^olal studies, Mr, Reams and Mr, B&sue* stated that 
th^ would like to be authorised to irilow those studies not only to th© Assistant 
Secretaries but also to the Offiee Directors rfho hawe co^sance of p®rticul«Jr 
ty|»# of subject matter appearing in these studies. He said that the s%idles 
would be hand processed .'jad the security of the documents and information thei’ein 
fuar^i^ closely, Mr, Reams was informed thsA fllS wjuld interpose no objection 
^ his making the special studies aWaHable to Office Directors under the cir- 
cumstances iadiealsd. 

In regard to the Daily SumarieB, Mr, Reams said that he believes that 
ttxls publication has improwed steadily. Re said that ho likes the idea of 
CIQ m^ng comments on certain items in ^e Daily, 

Mr, Reams said that Mr, Robert Barnes would be better able than he to 
erpresa comment on the (polity of the summaries* 

Mr, Barnes, upon being interviewed, said ttiat he has been following the 
i^mmaxdes for caily about two wei^s (since Mr, Bisssl^ Sai'tti left for i<k> 0 Oow ) , 
fle said that in general he considers ^e Daily Suamarles as setisfaotoxy. He 
fwO.# that the i^s in the Daiiioe are well selected and are of about the 
H#t length, Si would like to see jaore material froaa Hie lar and Navy Depart- 
ments, - act only new items but also far and Savy political and eoonomie re- 
ports on the same sub j sots that are reported by the State Deisirtnent. He be- 
lieves that there would be different leadings in the reporting and that it 
i^uld be well to integrate Hia War and Navy reports with the State Depfirtment 
rejsorts, (Mr, Reams, idio ws present (baring the interview with Mr, Barnes, 
eoncurred In Mr, Baamea* thoughts on this matter,) 
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Mr« B& 33 i«s stated that ©cotiionally items selected for the Diilly ai^ too 
techaiaal for pres^mtation on ^|}i level for Aich the Daily is pi^parsd, 

Ee sited as an example eartain iteaaia regarding Pan-American contrast negotiations, 

Mr, Baznes said that he believes that sometimes direct ^notations are 
used tpiE^oessarily in items In the Daily, fie gets the impression sometimes tJiat 
m&T6 attention is paid to •«ite" fora rather ■&an to a clear and concise pre- 
seasttatimi of facts. In regard to the Textoatim cpu>tatlon of excerpts from cables 
is the D ally , Mr. Bames said that actually the person ^o is being quoted is 
wily ^ving the substance of shat he has leaned and in an idiselute sense ^e 
quotation does not pertain to ^e actual eKmrce of the inforsation, 

Mr, Barnes stated that hs is not satisfied with the Weeiclies as they are 
acw prepared, fie first eomented that he thou^t the Weekly siiould contain fewer 
items and that the It^s included should be developed more fblly* He went m to 
say that at^ally he is not in fawor of tze idea of a Weekly Bmsaar/ as such, 
fie would be in favor of more special s^dias of certain subjects that are now 
wdLttan up in the Weeklies, fie cited a Freni^ political story Aicb appeared 
in the Weeldy and stated tl^t al'&ou^ a couple of days after the story appeared 
in the Weekly there was actually a story to tell^ at the time it was printed In 
the Weekly the story had sot ripped, fie said that the essence of this story 
had filready been told in the Daily and tiiat Ihe story in ^e Wedfely contedsed 
nothing new except a few ^mbeUishmento idiich had appeared in -tiie public press. 

In gm»rslf Mr, Barnes stated that he f e^s that Idi© Weekly Susmaries are ^t 
complete si^f-sustalning and that it would be mudi better to handle each item 
of really <mtstanding significance as an indiridual special study, giving it 
more complete treatm^t and presenting it idien the foil story is ready. 

With regard to items in the ■freads in Brief" ^dh are net developed late 
sp&eial articles in the Weekly, &•, Barnes feels that these are siaqly repetition 
©f items in the Dally, fie said "Qiat even thoo|^ they may be selects items re- 
Heeting outstanding trends, he does not feel they serre any useful purpose, 

Mr, Barnea stated that slthough the State Department ipvfcs out a weakljr 
wlltlon, it is written for a different group of fflistomers than the State Depart- 
ment dailies. He pointed out ^at the CIQ Weekly is prepared for the ss«e 
©istoaers who receive the Dailies, 


Lt, Ool, lohn K, Waters. Aids to the Secretary of War, stated that the 
Secretary reads the Daily and Weekly Summaries avidly and regularly. The 
Secretary frequently makes studies of Indiridual it«as tdiich appear in the 
Summaries az^ zw<pests further data on them. Colonel Waters said that althou^ 
“^0 Secretary hea nefver mad# any comment, his actions Indicate dafialtely that 
he is very well pleased. Consequently, Colonel Waters did not feel that it 
would be at all necessaxy to quinry the Secretary for his views. 
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Qstptnin ffilHasi K. Smt&Sb&pg III, Aide to Seeretarjr of stated 

tliat he eo&sldered hotiri t^e DaO^f and We^3.7 Soamaries as Taluahle but uot as 
i&diftpensabXe* He eperied -^e SiN£retax7 for hie Yiews and to obtain sxty mx^ 
fettioue he mii^t hare, The Secnretary stated that he considers these pub» 
iieations rezy usefhX but ^u&t he does not beliere are rital in the sextae 
Ifeat he oould sot get along without thws. He had no suggestions to offer re- 
prding 3^7 possible iaproreaents in theae publications. 

Captain ^ed^rg said that frequently 'yie somariea eostain itcsia vhieli 
are not furoi^ed the Secretary ^hrou^ other ^suonela. 

Captain Simidberg said ^at occasionally the Secretaries of State^ Waa», 
end Sary ©all one anottser by tel^one and refer to items appearing ii^ the 
Hallies and fedElies, He said that some of the sore important Items are dis-* 
«»ssed at aeetiag# of the Secretaries, 

CJueried as to irtiether he feele that a Weekly Summery of intelligence 
shwald be prepared CIG, Captain feedberg said th«it he definitely is in 
Imwc of haYing a Weskly.

During the past few weeks nuaeroua efforts were made to arrange m 
appointment with Colonel Carter W, Clarke, Deputy Director of Intelligence, 
iUCC, Imt due to th« heavy work sohedule of Colinael Clarke, these efforts 
wer© unsttcoessfult Oonsequwitly, it was decided to interview Colonel R* F» 
amis, ^ief. Intelligence Group, ID, ISDGS, 

During the interview with Colonel Snnis, he called in Mr. Waldo Meore, 
iditor of the latelUfenoe Review, and arranged for him to query the Branch 
®iiefs for their reactions to the Dally and the We^y and to obtain aiy 
iugfestion® of possible iaprovements in toes© publioatlons. As a result thereof. 
Colonel amis (mbaltted a aemoraadus for toe Cwatral intelligence Chxmp, dated 
g May 1947, toe contents of which are <pioted below* 

*The very few persons in the Intelligence Division, W!X1S, idio 
have been afforded the opportunity to see the publications of 
CIG find them exceedingly helpful. consider that toeir 

format, aetood of presentation, and are excellent* 

Jhey are unanimous in the desire toat a copy of the lellow Book 
be w^e available to eato geographio branch in the Intelligence 
Group, not only for toe information toerein, but ala® as a mo<ms 
whereby the views of CIO may be ascertained," 

Colonel Innis stated interviewed initially to&t he was sure toat 
toe reaction to the summaries would be uniformly ^od, period as to whetoer 
a GIG intelligeno® sumaaiy ® weskly basis is desirable. Colonel ^aais and 
Mr* Moore stated emphatically that it is desirable. 

Colonel Ennis stated "off the record" that five Branto Chiefs (geo- 
graphic areas and strategic) are permitted to read the Daily a^ Weekly 
maries. These publications are not circulated outside Colonel Shnis office, 
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the CSviefs Arm c&lXed into his office to rmd th® suaiasriss as soon as ttie 
pihlleetioiis Arm reeeifad each afternoon (about 18$0 hours)* 

It is l^e ludgment of this effic® ^at €oloneX iinnis has been unduly 
limiting the opportunity of the speoified personnel in ID to obtain infor- 
nation in the saasiiaarleB for itoich they hare a legitimate need in the perfomance 
of their official duties. It appears that these personnel are not fiven 
sufficient opportunity to study and digest the infonaation in “Hj© suasuarles* 

(Ifcr* Waldo Moore stated to Ute CIS representatiTo that all of the Branch «Mefs 
wsuld like to hare an opportunity to spend au^ sore time studying items in

It is also the Judgment of this office that Colonel fenis Is umeeea- 
sarlly ooncwwed about rerealing to CIG the fa«x that the summaries are being 
made available to key personnel even to the limited extimt toat lias been the 
practice* fieaeei, althou^ Colonel Sinis indicated his desire to keep t^le 
•off the record^jf it is not balierwl that there is any real breach of coafi- 
4 «ko» in reporting the facts set forth abore. 

After appropriate consideration by this office. Colonel SnniB was i»- 
fo^ed on Z May li4T '^at in csa^pUance with the request in his memoranda® of 
t lay 1947, CIS would send one eactra copy of each Daily and .Teekly Stt»ary to 
ID, 1DQ8 and that CIS Interposed no objection to his sak4ag toe mamsaries 
arsil^ble to the ki^ personnel specified hereinbefore* Colonel Snnie said 
that altoou^ it would be preferable to hare a separate extra copy of toe 
Weekly for eadi Branch Chief, a single extra copy for the Intelligence Qroup 
would be very helpful* He stat@i that he would insure that the sumumries 
would bo handled in accordance with toelr TOP SiCEET Classificatien and that 
security safeguards wo\ild be adhered to cerefUlly, 

la addition to the subst&ntiTe oosmaats regarding the walue of toe 
summaries, as reported in Colonel Eonls» seaK^randua, Mr. Moore stated that 
ell of toe k<jy personnel whom ha consulted fed that the sdeetlTity of ite ms 
for the suiamaries is splendid and that each item In toe Daily is a ■well-“written 
precis* He said that toe CIG comments on items in the Dally are partieularly 
fine and that the CIS swaluation is of substantial benefit to ID* He said that 
soaetiaes, but rarely, toe ID analysts do not agree completely wito toe CIQ 
comment l«it that in these cases toe CIG coraaent is Thluable as representing the 
ewalustlon of ClG^s experts in the field oonsemed. 

Mr, Moore said that dtoou^ ID gets copies of s»at of the State cables 
«a toito to© items In toe Daily S^aary are based, they do not |tst all of these 
cables and, further, toey frequently do not get them tmtil 18 to U hours after 
toey hare reesired toe CIG Daily. Mr, Moore stated also toat ID does w>t 
produce any publication similar to toe Daily, containing coneis®, sdeeted items 
4 ^ outstanding Immediate interest and that consequently the CIG Daily is most 
wdc<sse. 
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regard ^ the Weekl]r^ lr« Moore eaid tbat neither he nor my of 
the other kef* personnel hare «c^ eubst^tial enggestiona* All of then are 
■^my Will pleased with tti© present fora and content. ?h« *tr©nds In brief* 
ere amisidered a rex7 desirable feature. One of the kvy personnel qp^led 
Mr. Moore suggested that in each Weekly it ai|^t be well to derelop one 
or two of the outstandiag articles and giro the subject more oompr^ensiYe 
treataent in th© feshly than is currently the practice. 

One of the personnel speried Btoore suggested that ertielss 

in the W«^dy be gXrm a, security classification in accordemee with their 
individual merits and that if '^is jo'aetice were established some articles 
eight be given only e ftmfidsntial or fecret classification rather than being 
classified Top Secret. 

Mr# Moor© statel imhasitatln^y that it is his opinion that tdxe Peily 
and tte Weekly, as now jnrapared, serve their primary pmpose of keeping the 
Ftesid^t well informed of the aore significant happ^oings and trends beazlng 
on our national security. 


Coaaodore Charlee B«id, Beputy Chief of Sarsl intelligence, stated 
that althou# OBI obtains copies of the original messages ^ich are briefed 
in the Daily Summaries, he considers the Dallies as very valuable inaimi^ 
as they fazni^ the CIO selection of sigsifloant events aM trends on a 
timely ouzrrcait basis. He stated that he likewise considers the f eddies 
as valuable and ^at he has no suggestions of any changes that mi^t be 
desirable in either publication. 

Co»£^>doxHi Rend stated ^at these stnamairies are read ^ himself, 
Admiral Inid’ts, ^d a few additional selected k^r personnel in OSl. 


Major General George G» McDonald, Ai/ASog, stated that he does *not 
feel too enthused* about &e Dally Sumarios but that he does consider the 
ffei^Ely Sumiaarles a# worthiriaile* fie eaid that the Daily is *painfully brief* 
and that it is diffimilt and freqpiently is^ssible to grasp what is me^mt 
by the i^lated of information as reported# Ganeral McDonald stated 

that there is r«r«dy, if ever, in the Daily Ssaaary information of ?*ish A-2 
is i^t already aware as a result of reoeiwlnf copies of the original awasages. 
He said that th© Daily rarely has a^thing of immediate value to A-2 but that 
he realises it would be difficult, if not impossible, to fashion the Daily in 
such m manner that it would be pointed to meet the peculiar needs of each of 
the various r@cipi«its* 
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lri.g* O^eral Soiria B, Deputy, AS/AS-K, stated toat most of 

the inforaation in the Daily and Weekly Swmariee is of a political nature 
mi hmmi is not strietly applicable to A-£*s needs* He said thait probably 
after Axaed foroei ttniflcation aeasures are adopted, A-2 eill hare desks to 
handle certain political matters and that the eumaaries aay ihen become more 
ralusble* 

<k»eral Harbold said that Colonel f , Olive, (Siief, Air Intelligence 

Difislon, is the principal user of the si^ajaries and in accordance with hie 

Colonel Olive iras interviewed* Colonel Olive stated that the Dailies 
are act of mich value to A-g inasoueh as 1-2 obtains copies of the original 
messages on which the items therein are based* Colonel Olive considers the 
leeklles very good* He said that they focus attention on developments and 
trends which CIO considere to be of outstanding interest, thereby enabling 
A-t ^ keep oriented with CIO thinking. Colonel Olive stated that he is alee 
very well pleased with the CIG special stodles. 
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
